THE KIVER AND UAR'JOKGRMi. 


The river and harbor f,-rub bill hos 


passed the house of representatives by 
majority of forty-one. 
Tha bill appro 


priates fifteen million dollars tor river 
and harbors, and it is said that thoscnat 
js anxiously waiting to add from thru 
o five millions to it. Of the fifteen mil 
liona, the large rivers will got about hai 
of that amount, and is divided in par1 


as follows: 
The 
amount provided to 


tbo Mississippi is 53,723,000; for th 
Missouri, SG 10,000; tor the Ohio, 5500,00 
'or the Columbia, S-1CO 000 and .so forth 
The appropriations for harbors nggrognt 
S-t 631,010, 
of which New iork get 


S435.0CO, Galveiiton, 8400,000 and Ohica 
go 8100,000. ibout 53,000,000 is appro 
priated for insignificant streams, mil 
races, 
fishing 
ponds throughout tli 


country, this amount constituting th' 
bribe offered to secure tho passage of thi 
bi!J. For a woLder, the Wisconsin nvo 
does not get its usual three or tour hun- 
dred thousand dollars—simply because 
it couldn't.

for this waste of public money, won
